A NEAT JOB 
OF TAILORING 

At the Warlslle shipyards in 
Turku (Finland) a ship oi any 
type can lie made nearly 25 per 
cent longer. The cxhcI size de- 
pends cm Ihe calculations oi a 
computer In dock the ship Is 
cut In hail and the computer by 
means of a plotting device drafts 
its exact profile and produces 
drawings of the unit to he In- 
serted. Then Icillow ihe techno- 
logical alterations of welding, 
riveting, glueing with epoxide 
resins and pnlntlng. il Ihe pre- 
vious speed ol a ship was, say, 
21 knots ofier extension it is 
only reduced by 0 5 knots. Tugs, 
passenger liners, tankers and 
dry-cargo ships have been ex- 
tended In this way.

An American firm has de- 
signed and built "tho house ot 
ilia future", using solar energy 
for heating and warming up 
water. In tho house, with an 
area oi over 5,000 square metres, 
wide use Is mado ol copper, with 
high heat conductivity, and glass 
Hbre— a material with good heat 
insulating properties. For in- 
stance, there are ihirty-lwo cop- 
per solar collectors: these are 
made of pipes and copper plates 
and covered with a ihln glass ol 
low Iron content. Tho black sur- 
face ol these collectors absorbs 
the warmth ol solar rays. The 
windows of ihe house ere fitted 
with 2-5 mm thick glass. 

The solar cells, the main 
source ot electric energy, are 
supplemented by lead-add batte- 
ries. In addition, there arc also 
two thermal pumps.

tion of his sumptuous palace, 
complete with a theatre and 
room for concerts, and galleries 
(or pictures end prints. Among 
other treasures the palace hous- 
ed a magnificent collection of 
porcelain and sculpture. 
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Famous archliecii such as 
Quarenghl, Kasie, and Camporesy 
and the Russian serf architects 
Argunov and Mironov took part

The Ostankino Palace today

PROTECTION 
MEASURES FOR 
SNOW RAMS 

A map of the haunts of one 
of the rarest Animals of the 
North— snow thick-horned ram 

— now has been compiled by 
Magadan wildlife experts toge- 
thei with staff members of the 
Institute for the Biological- 
Problems of the North of Ilia - 
Far Eastern Research Centre, 

An air expedition has record- 
ed the habitat of this beautiful 
timid beast In tha alpine areas 
of the taiga Including places 
never visited by man. When the 
numbers of tbla rare species be- 
gan to decline drastically the 
hunting of the snow ram on I lie 
Chukotka Peninsula was banned 
altogether. In addition, three 
years ago a Torest reserve was 
established on the Tolgonos 
Peninsula. 

Aerial observalions have re- 
vealed new taiga areas In lhe 
mountains Inhabited by the 
snow thick-horned ram. Here 
too it Is In protection. 

IMPROVED WIRE 

How can we make wire 
stronger? It was Iho' task that 
specialists from the Institute of 
Malallophyslcs of the Academy 
of Sciences of the Ukrainian Re- 
public set themselves. They have 
now created an automatic pro- 
duction line along which wire is 
pulled at a speed ol GO metres 
per second and subjected alter- 
natively to cold and heat. This Is 
a much cleaner and moro eco- 
nomical method of making wire 
than all those hitherto used. 

REINFORCED 
CONCRETE GIVEN 
NEW LEASE OF LIFE 

What Is to be done with out- 
dated reinforced concrete struc- 
tures? Alas, they too grow old... 
Up to tha present, reinforced 
concrete has very often ended 
. 6n the waslo-dump. 

Moscow specialists have now 
come up with a device which 
crushes reinforced concrete by 
the press with a force of SO ton- 
nes. In this way the metalwork 
Is separated from the concrete: 
the Iron is sent for resmelllng 
and the concrete la crushed Into 
(lakes and used In the produc- 
tion of new reinforced concrete. 

By means of such equipment at 

- Moscow, plants producing rein- 
forced concrete structures hund- 
reds of tonnes of metal are re- 
covered annually and tens of 
thousands of /cubic metres ol 
ferro-concfafe tn recycled. 
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Kospas-Sarsat 
International space 
rescue system 

Tlie goel ot the Kospas-Sar- 
sat International space rescue 
system Is lo cut down lo a mini- 
mum the time needed to seek 
out ships and aircraft iu dis- 
tress. Yuri ZURABOV, vice- 
chairman ol Uie Morsvyaz- 
sputnlk association, comments 
on the system, 

At present four countries are 
cooperating In tho programme. 
The Soviet Union Is developing 
Iho Kospas system — Space search 
system (or distressed ships (and 
air era It], white tho USA, Canada 
and France aro working on tha 
Sarsat system— Search and re- 
scue operations with Hie help of 
satellite detection. Several vari- 
ant a ol these systems aro being 
developed, with Kospas-Sarsat 
being the most promising to 
dote. 

Tho need lor such a system is 
obvious. Despite efforts by many 
countries and Inlcrnaltoiul or- 
ganizations tho Incidence ol 
shipwrecks Is still fairly high. 
For Instance, In 1078 alone, as 
ninny as 473 ships went down 
with some 2,000 people aboard. 
Causes lor these tragrdlcs vary 
but some result I tom loo much 
lime having been taken Jn the 
detection and rescue at ships la 
distress and Ibis, tn turn, stems 
from Ilia lack ol prompt Inlor 
maUon on a ship s location. 

In Ibis country the project Is 
bandied by the Ministry of Mer 
chant Marine; In the USA It Is 
bundled by I be National Aero 
nautlcs and Space Adralnlstra 
Uont fn Canada by the Com 
munlcatlons Department, and In 
France^ by the National Space 
Research Centre. Both systems 
wilt be essentially the same 
Their technical specifications 
will ba agreed and dovetailed SO 
that they will ba able lo func- 
tion both together and se- 
parately.
